Washington. Aug. IO.—The situation 
In Colombia and Venezuela continues 
to occupy much of tile attention of 
officials here, and while it was not 
felt that affairs have reached a seri­ 
ous aspect yet it is appreciated that 
both the official and unofficial advices 
indicate a condition of affairs which 
might mean war between Colombia 
and Venezuela, complicated by revolu­ 
tionary outbreaks in both countries. 
The more serious aspect of the mat­ 
ter was presented in the press dis 
patches from Willemstad stating that 
the Colombians again had 
invaded 
Venezuela. 
There was no official cob 
flrmation as to this, but if it should

chance of avoiding an open conflict 
between these two countries, as such 
an Invasion by Colombia would be, 
in itself, an act of war.

Washington, Aug. IO.—The Colom­ 
bian legation has no news to confirm 
the press report that a new Colombian 
invasion of Venezuela had occurred 
near Colon and that 
the invading 
forces were commanded by the Coloni 
blan minister of war. 
Mr. Herran, the first secretary of 
legation, who is now in charge during 
Dr. Silva's absence, said 
that the 
point at which an Invasion is now 
feared is near the borderland In the 
vicinity of Meta river, south of the 
I,ake of Maracaibo. 
The Colombian minister of war Is

WILL TAKE OVER FIVE YEARS. 


Will Scour the River As Far as j 


Crow Win£ Before 


Winter. 


One of the largest contracts in the 
logging business which has l>een let 
for sometime was secured by J. W. 
Brockway yesterday, when a deal 
was made with the Mississippi A 
Rum River Boom Company for the 
raising of all the dead heads in the 
Mississippi river from the dam in 
this city to Minneapolis. 
The work has not been done in 
many years and the time for com­ 
pleting the contract will cover a per­ 
ils! of many seasons five years at the 
fartherest. 
Operations will commence at once 
aud it will rush the contractor to 
complete the work laid out for this 
fall. 
It is expected to complete the 
work from the dam in this city as far 
as Crow Wing river before the snow 
Hies. 
The dead heads in the river cover 
years of accumulation and it is a big 
undertaking.

Win Scour the River At Far as 


Crow Win; Before 
Whiter. 


One of the largest contracts in tbe 
logging business which has been let 
for sometime was secured by J. W. 
Brock way yesterday, when a deal 
was made with the Mississippi A 
Rum River Boom Company for tbe 
raising of all the dead heads in the 
Mississippi river from the dam in 
this city to Minneapolis. 
The work has not been done in 
many years and the time for com­ 
pleting the contract will cover a per­ 
iod of many seasons—five years at the 
fartberest. 
Operations will commence at once 
and it will rush the contractor to 
complete tbe work laid out for this 
fall.

It will try to tow the 
m am moth floating drydock recently 
pure ha sed from the Spanish govern­ 
ment and which has been In Havana 
harbor since before the Spanish war 
to the Philippine Islands for tbs pur­ 
pose of docking American naval vea- 
seis In Asiatic water». 
T he distance to lie traveled la nearly 
12.000 miles, and a fair estim ate of the 
tim e required for the trip would he 100 
day» 
The route over which the dock 
will !«* towed buds first to the Canary 
Islands, a distance of S. 100 miles, and 
•hence to Gibraltar, 7**1 miles fart be# 
on. 
Through the M editerranean set 
to Port Said, at the entrance to the 
Sues canal, la 1.020 miles, and to Aden 
Is an additional U 1 0 ralles. Colombo 
Is the next point on the route, 2.130 
miles away, and to Singapore, the last 
station before reaching Manila, la 1.270 
miles.
